A man attached to the stable was doc- 
toring a horse which had injured its 
side. wheoL the lantern exploded, set- 
ties the ham on fir«. 

J. Hal Woodfbrd, of Paris, was the 
chief sufferer from the fire, seven of 
the number belonging to him. Fol- 
lowing is a list of Mr. WoodfMd's 
Iiorses that were lost: 

Carlton CluU, four year-old horse by 
Carlton Grange; Kisland, three-year- 
old filly, full sister to Whimsical; 
Bourbon Maid, tliree-y ear-old filly by 
Pink Coat; Red Star, three-year-old 
filly by Star Shoot, and sister to Lil- 
Jie Turner; Baby Doll, five-year-old 
by Orlando, and sister to My Gal and 
My Gallant; Prectaiet, two years old, 
by Electioneer out of Lake Breeze, an 
Oaks wianer, and brother to Jeff 
Bernstein; a two-yeMr-old Ally by Has- 
tings. 

This was a very valuable stable of 
racers and were a loss except $1,000 
insurance each on Carlton Club and 
Kisland. Among horses that perished 
was Congressman James, the property 
of H. E. Stuart, and insured for $1,500. 

Carlton Club and Kisland were both 
taken out of their stalls unhurt and 
turned loos and the doors closed, but 
retnraed and were burned to death

DANGEROUS INSECTS KNQWN 



Flies are the filthiest of all yermin. 
They are bom in filth, live on filth 
and carry filth around with them.

flies. 

Flies are known to be carriers of 
millions of death- dealing diseased 
germs. They leave some of these 
germs wherever they light. 

Flies may infect the food you eat. 
They come to your Kitchen or to your 
dining table, fresh from the privy 
vault, from the garbage box, from the 
manure pile, from the cuspidor, from 
decaying aoimal or vegetable matter, 
from the contagious sick room with 
this SOTt of filth en their feet and in 
their bodies, and they deposit it on 
your food, and you do swallow filth 
from privy vaults, etc., if you eat food 
that has come in contact with files.

WAR-TIME COTTON. 



A remarkable memento of ante-bel- 
lum days was brought to Bowling 
Green, Ky., the other day in some cot- 
ton grown on the plantation of Carter 
Allen, of Smith's Grove, Ky., prior to 
the Civil War. A guest at his house 
found the cotton stowed away in some 
sacks in a building on the place. It 
was grown by the slaves of Mr. Allen 
and in those days commanded $1 a 
pound. While the staple is short, the 
cotton is of excellent quality, showing 
that Warren county is capable of pro- 
du^ng cotton of a superior Quality. 

WHEAT CROP MAY 

EXCEED ALL RECORDS 



The winter wheat crop this year is 
expected to break all records. The 
Department of Agriculture estimated 
the yield may exceed 551,000,000 bush- 
els. The condition of the crop April 
1 was ninety-five per cent, within six- 
tenths of normal, or 11.5 per cent, bet- 
ter than the aTeraf^ condition during 
the paat ten shears. The ac r ea g e 
plaated last fidl la estimatad at S6,- 
OOO/NM acres. 



KEMTUCKV'S ACTUAL DEBT 

AMOUNTS TO $1,799,943.28 



"The State debt proper at the close 
of the fiscal year, June 30, 1913, was 
$1,799,943.28, represented by outstand- 
ing warrants," said Assistant State 
Auditor G. B. Yykens, Friday, when 
he was shown the preliminary figures 
of the United States census bulletin 
on the Kentucky debt 1 do not 
know bow the Census Bureau arrived 
at tbe total of $4,460,000 aa the 
amount <rf Kentneky's debt at that 
time. In addition to the deficit, there 
are certain school warrants on which 
the State pays in perpetuity for the 
benefit of educational purposes 6 per 
cent, interest, but these do not con- 
stitute a debt in the proper sense of 
the word. The bonds were given the 
schools as evidence of the obligation 
to pay them an income certain, 
amounting to 6 per cent, per annum 
on the face of the bonds. These, add- 
ed to the deficit, as evidenced by the 
warrants, make the total $4,286,964.39, 
and until I can see the items on which 
the total shown by the Census Bu- 
reau is based, I could not verify the 
figures. 

"These bonds I speak of are $165,- 
000 for the benefit of the State Uni- 
versity and the Colored Normal; 

county bonds issued January 1, 1885, 
for school purposes, amounting to 
$1,327,000, and the school bonds is- 
sued May 12, 1892, amounting to $606,- 
641.04. Then there are miscellaneous 
script and bonds aggregating $6,394 
never presented for redemptim and 
probably lost or destroyed. 

"The sinking fund balance of Junfe 
30. 1913, was $10,306.57, instead of 
$13,000, and $80,000 had been loaned 
to the general expenditures fund. 
The decrease in the sinking fund 
since 1902 was due to the retirement 
of all outstanding bonds. 

"Kentucky is practically on a cash 
basis; a great many expenses come 
out off the annual revenues which in 
other States are taken care of by 
bond issues and the State bears many 
expenses that in other States are 
borne by the counties. This makes 
comparisons of per capita indebted- 
ness, especially when the -difference 
in populaticm between States is con- 
sidered, of little or no practical ad- 
vantage." 



WARD TELLS OF WORK OF 

COMMISSION DURING YEAR 



J. Quincy War^, Executive Agent of 
the Kentucky State 6ame and Fish 
Commisidoii, told. t|io members of the 
Kentucky Fish and Qame Protective 
Association at Louisville that Ken 
tucky would receive this year for the 
replenishment of the streams and 
fields 14,000,000 fish 100 pairs of Ilun 
garian partridges and deer and quail 
in small quantities if purchaseable. 
Deer hunting will again be a Ken- 
tucky sport, according to Mr. Ward. 
Twenty-four deer are already ranging 
preserves in the mountains of the 
State. Quail will be the hardest tc 
get, as there are no States that will 
allow theee birds to be taken out of 
them. 

The speaker critldied the Legisla- 
ture for its failure to pass better 

game protective laws. President Jo- 
seph G. Sachs announced plans for 
forming protective associations in 
most of the counties of the State. 
The destruction of more than 1,000 
nets and traps last year has improved 
fishing in Kentucky streams.

Judge Watkins, of Breathitt county, 
and Fred Cliftord, of Louisville, the 
last named senring a term of one to 
five years for grand larceny.
